Controversy surrounded Friday night’s game between 
Port Melbourne and North Coburg United as both sides 
continued their recent run of pi e results with a 3-3 
draw at Anderson Reserve. 

The first contentious moment arrived after only five min- 
utes when Port Melbourne were handed the opening goal 
of game with Michael Miskas converting from the penalty 
spot after the assistant referee had adjudged Adam Kose of 
handling the ball.

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SMOKE ENDS IN YOUR EYE, AS WE WAVE OUR LAST GOODBYE 


It may he stating the bleeding obyious, but one 
thing the FFA can be sure of is that the Socceroos 
currently enjoy an unprecedented level of support 
in this country as they head to Germany. From a 
marketing point of view, Thursday night’s event at 
the MCG was an almost perfect farewell. Every- 
thing went according to the FFA’s script. An MCG 
filled to capacity with 95,103 spectators, surely un- 
precedented for a friendly match, and a peak SBS 
television viewing audience of 2.37 million. The re- 
sult itself also added to the Socceroos lustre with 
their impressive display graced by Josip Skoko’s 
“dream” goal. 

Former Soceeroo midfielder and current Altona Magic 
coach, Ken Murphy said of the event, “The spectacte 
was fantastic. For soccer to fill the MCG is great. 
You know what was pleasing as well? The amount of 
people in the crowd of Greek heritage, who had Greek 
scarves on and Australian strips. At least they've got 
something to follow- they”ye got two teams. I think it’s 
fantastic whereas 15 years ago, it was all common with 
Greece, or with Yugoslavia, or Croatia or Scotland. 
Now people are starting to get affection for us. That 
was great as well. | enjoyed last night. It was great.” 
When the final whistle blew at the MCG on Thursday 
night, the contrasting emotions of both sets of play- 
ers was plain to see. The Australian players hugged 
and congratulated each other on a job well done, With 
their spirits on high, the team set off on a half stroll, 
half canter, for a lap of the MCG, reciprocating the ap- 
plause ofa crowd that had just witnessed a successful 
dress rehearsal prior to the Socceroos appearance on 
the biggest sporting stage of all. 

The majority of the Greek team on the other hand, 
trudged off the pitch towards the players’ tunnel lo- 
cated at the opposite end of the stadium to where their 
most fervent fans, the Blue and White Army sat behind 
‘one of the goals. Just four members of the Greek team, 
Giorgios Samaras, Trainos Dellas, keeper Antonios 
Nikopolidis and Stylianos Giannakopoulos ran to the 
Blue and White Army end to applaud the worshipping 
fans, as the others disappeared down the tunnel. 

On Greek talk back radio the following moming, many 
callers, presumably older Greeks, couldn’t hide their 
disappointment with the Greek players, with one caller 
saying “ they left like thieves without so much as a 
thank you.” 


“They played with the technical 
and tactical sophistication of a 
European team.” 


Others viewed the Greeks as suffering from the mal- 
aise that afllicts the modern game worldwide...the 
corporate values of modern football. 

If the game ended on a low note for some of the Greek 
fans, it began on a high note for all the Australian fans. 
Some would claim Australia won the psychological 
battle before a balk was kicked during the battle of the 
National Anthems. In a masterstroke, the FFA recruit- 
ed a Ned Zelic look-alike to sing the Greek National 
Anthem, 

‘Ned warmed the crowd up but another Australian Tdol, 
Anthony Callea, whipped it into a frenzy with a rous- 
ing crescendo ending in a deafening roar on the last 
syllable of Advance Australia Fair, backed by a choir 
of 95,000, 


Little wonder , the Socceroos opened with an intensity 
and pace that surprised the Greeks. From the outset 
their approach was more serious than a mere tune-up 
or spatring session, and they were determined and 
purposeful in their attacks. But it wasn’t just their 
athleticism that impressed. They played with the tech- 
nical and tactical sophistication of a European team. 
They used their new look 4-2-3-1, formation to good 
effect, with the midfield particularly impressive, Jason 
Culina and Vince Grella showed a sureness of touch, 
and an accuracy and range in their passing that must 
have impressed the fans, Josip Skoko reveled in his 
attacking midfield role and rewarded his coach's deci- 
sion to include him in the starting eleven with a goal 
which Greek coach Otto Rehhagel later described as a 
“dream goal”. 

Former Socceroo, Ken Murphy was one of those who 
was impressed with what he saw. “What is pleasing 
to see is the development of the game in the country. 
When I played, it was all about us being physical and 
competitive with oyerseas teams, Yesterday, Austra- 
lia kept possession, They just looked like a team that 
was in total control. The whole game they knocked it 
around. Then in the second half, Greece got more com- 
petitive and put themselves around, but Australia was 
still good enough to keep possession. So it’s good to» 
see the table’s tumed...It's good to see Australia do- 
ing so well.” 

Whilst most of the Socceroos looked very e&mposed, 
Zeljko Kalac and Mile Sterjovski were perhaps the 
two who looked a little less assured than the others 
in the starting eleven, as though suddenly being thrust 
into the limelight had unnerved them ever so slightly. 
At the post match conference, coach Guus Hiddink 
as reltictant to criticize the performance of any of his 
When asked about Kalac’s performance, he 
Tdon’t want to judge personally my players, be- 
cause now after a game of course I have my ideas, but 


I want to stick to a very good analysis to make without 
any emotion on the DVD. So I don’t like to make or 
‘express a personal analysis.” 

Sterjovski got through a lot of work, playing high up 
the park on the right flank and switching frequently 
with Marco Bresciano, He was always going to be un- 
der the microscope as Hiddink’s pre match plan was to 
attack down the right flank where he had identified a 
weakness in the Greek defense. 

Some of the commentators had billed the match as a 
tactical battle between two master Coaches. 

When a reporter asked Greek coach Otto Rehhagel at 
the post match conference, whether he thought Aus- 
tralia had won the tactical battle, Rehhagel replied 
through an interpreter, “It wasn’t the tactics which de- 
cided the result today.tt was that the Australians were 
more aggressive, won more of the tackles and scored a 
sensational goal.” Relihagel crossed his forearm across 
his chest and shook his fist as he spoke, to emphasize 
the strength and determination of the Australians, He 
added, “ The Australians deserved the result, the ag- 
gression of the Australians was far more evident than 
-our players. I think[our players] were already looking 
forward to going on their holiday.” 

Coach Hiddink told the gathered medfa throng, that he 
felt there were many good things about the Soccegoo’s 
performance, particularly in the first half when he felt 
the team controlled their opponent, and were well or- 
ganized offensively and defensively. But, he added, “ 
I think we have to improve (before the game against 
Japan). It seems a little bit pessimistic, but that’s not 
true, because we are consistent....So it’s 70 % which 
I'm happy with. But we have to work on the rest, De- 
nothing more, But it’s the details which games 
are decided on at an international higher level.” 

He explained that he wasn’tas pleased with the second 
half performance against the Greeks.

Preceding them 
was an ambulance ferrying a couple of young support- 
ers, dressed in the Greek team tops, presumably foot 
soldiers of the Blue and White Army, They could be 
seen rubbing their eyes most probably suffering cx- 
treme irritation from the smoke of the flares that went 
off amongst the Blue and White army. There were pos- 
sibly a few tears of disappointment as well.

Monday Night Football 
with John Caniglia § 


Monday 29 May

Picture this scenario: 60,000 plus mad scream- 
ing fans watching you from every angle, the 
echo from their chants give you goosebumps, 
your standing between two teams which have 
fierce if not vengeful feelings towards each 
other not to mention officials, colleagues and 
millions of people glued to their TV sets in 
every continent fortunate enough to have a 
live feed from the biggest football match go- 
ing on. 

‘Well this exactly what Chris Bambridge, referee 
head honcho or more officially Referee Devel- 
opment Manager of Victoria, was up against at 
the Jalisco stadium in Gudalajara when he was 
called up to officiate a match between Brazil and 
Spain at the 1986 World Cup in Mexico. 

“It was a game that referees wanted for prestige 
but on the other hand didn’t want because it had 
the potential to explode,” recalled Bambridge 
who had no qualms taking on the big boys of the 
time. 

Like now both sides had star studded squads in- 
cluding now legends such as Brazil’s Zico and 
Socrates, while Spain had their own guns in Zu- 
bizarreta and Emilio Butragueno,

Well Bambridge survived it apart from a contro- 
versial decision that would haunt him all the way 
back to home to Melbourne. 

As one of Australia’s most decorated referee’s of 
all time and still the only person from Oceania 
to officiate an International Final, Bambridge 
took up the whistle after his heart was broken as 
youngster. When a new coach took over manage- 
tial duties at Bambridge’s local club, Kettering 
Town back home in England, little did he know 
that he would soon give up his dreams of playing 
football. 

“After a week or so the coach suggested I do 
something else and then I remember crying all 
the way home on the back of my bike,” recalled 
Bambridge. z 
Soon after Bambridge gave up any aspirations of 
playing football at any level higher than the odd 
kick around with his mates, so he learnt the art 
of refereeing and so his story began. As it tums 
out the coach that gave Bambridge that harsh yet 
painfully honest piece of advice was Ron Atkin- 
son who went on to coach Manchester United 
back in the 80s. 


“The game has changed dramatically and as a 
result refereeing has obviously changed with 
it. These days referees are more robotic and 
by-the-book on their approach, while I would 
be more dependant on my ability to keep niy 
sense of humor about it all.” 

“Saying that I believe it’s more difficult to ref 
eree now because society has a serious lack of 
Tespect for authority, adds Bambridge.” 

Well much like today the buzz of the 1974 
World Cup was still remnant and the prospect 
of establishing a new national league got soc- 
cer fans excited. By 1977 it came to pass and 
Bambridge was on board reffing games in the 
biggest sporting league in Australia. Quickly 
making a name for himself as one of the best 
refs going around Bambridge lasted until 
1991, retiring after the most memorable game 
in his career. 


“l would be more depen- 
dant on my ability 
to keep my sense of 
humor about it all.” 


“For me the highlight has to be the Final 
between South Melbourne Hellas and Mel- 
bourne Croatia, It was the first Final between 
two Melbourme teams and it had all the ingredi- 
ents. 20,000 odd people, the match went down 
to the wire, then penalties, what a night! On the 
pitch the players started with some archy barchy 
but after a few words everyone settled down and 
played some great football.” 

With the memory of that night still vivid in Bam- 
bridge’s mind he brings up the dark side of his 
career and recollects almost giving up football all 
together after what should have been the time of 
his life. 

Although cameras and officials were divided 
on Bambridge’s decision to not pay a Spanish 
goal against Brazil in Mexico 1986 when Emilio 
Butragueno’s shot hit the crossbar and bounced 
down, he claims ifhe had to do it again he would 
make the same decision. % 
Bambridge went on to finish off the 86 World 
Cup on a high which included being a linesman 
in the quarter finals but little did he know that 
back home his family was feeling the wrath of 
his decision.

Opportunity caine calling and in 1974 Bam- 
bridge migrated to Melbourne with his family 
and quickly got involved in the soccer scene, 
which was booming similar to today. The man 
known for his ability to diffuse the biggest hot 
heads on the pitch jumped on board the wave of 
the new National Soccer League but before being 
apart of the only national competition of the time 
he remembers the culture shock he got while ref- 
fing in the State Leagues of the time. : 
“My first game was between Waverley and North- 
cote and it was complete culture shock because I 
couldn’t talk to the players as most of them spoke 
other languages. I got the haig of it though and 
after a while we all understood each other.” 
Cautious not to give that “back in my day speech” 
Bambridge is adamant the present game of foot- 
ball allows no room for referees like himself. 


“My children were bullied at school and the 
phone rang hot with threats and abuses by angry 
Spanish fans”, recalled Bambridge. ~~ 

Apart from having his phone home monitored by 
the police, the constant banter at the local games 
around Melbourne took their tool on Bambridge 
and as he remembers it was his wife that kept 
him in the game. 

“[ was ready to give it all up until my wife asked 
me if I was going to let the bastards get to me. 
Well in the end they didn’t and so I spent the next 
few months refereeing games in places like Mon- 
bulk and Geelong where I regained my love for 
sport.” 

At this point I had to ask the man why I would 
consider being a referee where one is surrounded 
by the ire of just about everyone. 

“The rewards are huge,” Bambridge assures

me. “Apart from monetary rewards, which have 
greatly increased in the last 20 years not every- 
one will play for Australia. We offer football loy- 
ers the opportunity to remain in the game and 
if you are good enough you can really make it 
worth your while.” i 

At the moment Australia is being represented 
mainly by referee poster boy Mark Shields and 
although Victoria has its own refereeing gems in 
the likes of Jim Ouliaris, Bambridgg is keen to 
attract more people to take up the whistle. 

“We have a mandate to increase our numbers 
so we are holding courses and information ses- 
sions to give people a taste of what it means to 
be a referee, You no longer have to stay in the 
lower leagues if you are good enough to be pro- 
moted.” 

All in all the Australian hall of famer must be 
recognized for his dedication to the game and 
with constantly developing a section of football 
which rarely gets recognitien. 

Well with the 2006 World Cup upon us I asked 
Chis what his tip was and he didn’t come up 
with any wild predictions such as Iran winning 
the Cup but interestingly he was sure about 
something.

doubt it. The Greek team is an ageing team which 
hit its peak in Portugal. It predominately bases its 
play on a stubborn and organised defence, hop- 
ing to catch its opponent off guard from set-pieces 
and rarely offers anything of wit or of a cutting 
edge from open play up front. Without any disre- 
spect intended, the Greek style of football is of a 
huge contrast in the difference of play compared 
to Brazil, Japan and Croatia - who are among the 
more enterprising, penetrating and open when it 
comes to going forward.

League strategy, as they have only just finished 
paying the price for their last gamble when the 
former Chelsea manager Gianluca Vialli took 
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‘over from Graham Taylor as the manager. Wat- 
ford’s wage bills -had spiralled as Vialli gambled 
on big contracts for new signings. Premiership 
players on average get £600,000 a year, a weekly 
wage packet of some £12,000, wheregs the typi- 
cal Championship player is on £175,000 a year or 
£3,500 a week. 

Meanwhile, the game’s losing team Leeds took 
all of the cash pot created by gate receipts for the 
play-off final estimated £1.3m. This will be of 
little help to Leeds, who last season had the big- 
gest wage bill in the Championship, around £19m. 
Albeit only £3m of this was actually being paid 
to the current team, £16m was bei paid to the 
likes of Robbie Fowler and Danny Mills. These 
were among players that were sold on the cheap 
because of the clubs huge debts created through 
the previous miss-management of the club. 

The play-off final was a game that Leeds United 
could not afford to loose, but for Watford it is an 
incredible windfall and they must gamble wisely 
to survive and use their pot of gold so that they 
avoid next seasons pitfalls.
